the Marne front. In addition to beating off two enemy attacks 
al Bouresches (5 miles west of Chateau-Thierry) an assault 
against Hill 204 was repulsed. They advanced and occupied the 
front west of Vaux (2 miles west of Chateau-Thierry) which was 
still occupied by the Germans. The Boche continued to shell 
Belleau Wood (5 miles west of Chateau-Thierry) but the Ma- 
lines were still holding that place.

Montdidier slowed down before the French resistance yesterday 
evening and last night, the French official communique indicated 
today. Gains of over a mile made by the enemy in the centef 
of the Allied lett wing: were announced.
